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The monthly publication for Alabama state employees carried 
a couple of interesting articles, One was facts about Alabama 
taxes and the other was dealing with economic facts of North 
and South Korea. The latter is sufe an endorsement for 
democracy with all its flaws and shortcomings. North Korea 
per capita income is $706 while South Korea citizens average 
$8.900. Telephones in the North average 5 per 100 residents 
while in the South they have more than one apiece - actually 
110 per 100. North Koreans report that electricity is a luxury 
and at 910 kwh per capita per year it surely is, South Koreans 
enjoy 6,030 kwh per capita per year. The list goes on and on 
in domestic products, foreign trade infant mortality, paved 
highways, etc 


Alabama taxes don't rank very high when compared with 
other states, We are Number 26 in total state tax revenue and 
it goes downhill from there. We are 46th in per capita taxes, 
40th in percentage of personal income and rank 48th when 
totaling state and local tax revenues. This doesn’t sound so 
good for all the home folks, yet demands for accountability 
are real and should be listened to by lawmakers and other 
public officials. Every time a public employee (including 
teachers) abuses an automobile, cell phone, a child, or their 
time, it puts another black mark against our tax system. While 
many experts trace our resistance to taxes back to the early 
days of this country, we credit thoughtless actions by those at 
the trough for continued failure of measures intended to put 
more money in the various school systems. Unfortunately the 
same will probably happen if the legislature presents voters 
with any sort of option to increase state taxes. That isn't good, 
but is reality. 


Elba folks waiting and anticipating the four laning of 
Highway 84 to get their home may be in for an even longer 
wait. The section from Martin Luther King Drive eastward to 
Smith Avenue and on across Pea River and up the hill to U.S 
84 may be waiting for another year or more. There is stil] no 
firm route approved, no hearings scheduled, etc. The official 
position of the highway department is FEMA and property 
involved in the flood buyouts. However, they have shunned 
any efforts by local officials to step in and put some pressure 
on the FEMA folks. Any property purchased in the flood buy- 
out was to forever be “green space” with no building of any 
kind. However, there are wavers available on a case by case 
basis, especially for roads, Our personal opinion is that this is 
being used as an excuse to spread out the work while the high- 
way folks hunt for money. The bad thing there is that the state 
folks will get their salaries if the work is done or isn’t done, 
thus increasing the total cost of all roads when they are even- 
tually built.

My lean budget 
recommendations have been 
brutally honest as. well 
Because of this. the Legislature 
now knows the storm is no 
longer looming over our 
Statehouse - it’s here 

The state’s constitution 
forces me to write a budget 
based upon the amount of 
money in the treasury. We have 
no ability to run a defien 
Basically, the state's accounts 
have no ‘overdraft’ protection 


We have to work with what we 
have. not what we need, and 
we're’ working with $500 mil- 
lion less than we had last year 
Because of that shortfall, budg- 
ets for prisons could be cut by 
18.8 percent; courts by 17,5 
percent, mental health by 10.5 
percent; human resources by 
14.6 percent, environmental 
management by 18.8 percent; 
public universities by 3.8 per 
cent, two-year colleges by 4.2 
percent K-12 
instruction by 3.4 percent: edu 
cational operations hy 13.4 per 
cent, State troopers by 18.8 per 
cent, and the state's agriculture 
and industries budget by 25.8 
percent. along with many other 
cuts that would gouge deep into

(FeatureSource) Most of us 
would say that Americans have 
lived a blessed existence over 
the last several decades. Until 
the terrorist attacks. and more 
recently the crash of the Space 
Shuttle Columbia. we were not a 
nation that grieved openly o1 
together.

Grief is for other people, arid 
we. feel very uncomfortable 
around it, The deeper the grief.

We tend to avoid people who are 
grieving because we don’t know 


what.to say to them, and we fear 


seeing our own vulnerabidjrs 


and mortality reflected back at 
us from their eyes 

When my only child, Ethan, 
21, was killed in April of 1996 
by a speeding motonst, my unt- 
verse ended (as shared in my 
book “The Ethan Chronicles: 
Requiem for a. Life Stolen.”) 
Like most. baby boomers, I had 
been reared with the sense that. 
although there were injustices in 
the world, with a little luck and 
skill. I should be able to dodge 
the obstacles and have a life of 
fulfillment and plenty. 

All of a sudden, I was con- 
fronted with the crushing pain 
of losing the person I had most 
treasured in my life, along with 
the collapse of many of my 
deeply held beliefs. On top of 
that. | found that many of the 
people I had assumed would be 
with me through the tough times

Such friends had no expecta- 
tions about where I should be in 
my “grief journey,” what | 
should be talking. about, think- 
ing, or feeling.

Any offering of thoughts 
came from their heart in the 
form of sharing, not from the 
mind that wants to shape us into 
a cliché that includes avoidance 
of pain: 

I’ve come to learn that pain is 
a natural part of a full existence. 
It does-not have to be avoided 
either by the-person for whom it 
is immediate or hy his or her 
friends and family.-Our lives 
need to be big and broad enough 
to include pain, knowing that 
this powerful emotion, too, can 
witansformed in multiple 


Vielims of sudden, vidieht, 
and. unjust death — which can 
come in the form of murder, car 
crashes, or terrorism — are likely 
to act in ways that challenge our 
relationships ~ with them. 
Families are plagued by night- 
mares in which they relive terri- 
ble images of their loved one’s 
death, feelings of impotence, 
rage, desperation, fury over 
being cast. into a victim’s role, 
depression, and a sorrow that 
may well last long beyond what 
their friends and family find 
acceptable, if not forever, They 
may also be coping with person- 
al situations that others are less 
likely to understand; economic 
anxiety, an inability to concen- 
trate, forgetfulness, post-trau- 
matic stress symptoms, apathy, 
irritability, sleep and eating dis- 
orders. These manifestations of 
grief may be hard for their 
friends and family to be around 
and may cause relationships that

Unlike those who lose their 


loved ones on a one-by-one 
basis — such as from car acci- 
dents, murder, or natural death — 
families of people killed on 
September 11 or. in the 
Columbia crash have been lifted 
to the status of heroes, in part 
because we Shave ,been foreed 
this time to -watch the agony 
they are enduring, This time we 
all feel included in the tragedy 
because we have seen the night- 
mare unfold, along with -its 
many rippling consequences. 
We have all been victims: to 
greater and lesser degrees, and 
we feel bereaved.

There's a sense that this ig a

The county has been using 
small claims as a means of col- 
lecting its money; howéver, fur- 
ther legal action would allow the 
courts to look at garnishment of 
wages, etc, 

“Something’s got to be done 
about 1G commissioner 
Thompson said. 

He said he understands the 
delinquent number is down 
from just over 750 accounts to 
634, but that still comes out to 
just over $80,000 owed to the 
cqunty, 

“That's over two years worth 
of money so it’s not as bad as it 
looks at first glance.” commis- 
sioner Lewis said. 

Commissioner Westbrook 
then asked and Mobley con- 
firmed that the county does have 
about a 90 percent collection 
record for the service. However. 
Dalrymple said he is concerned 
the nonpayment will continue to 
increase if something is not 
done. 

Commissioner Stephens made 
a motion with a second from 
commissioner Lewis to pursue 
any means necessary to collect 
the money from the delinquent 
accounts. This motion passed by 
a unanimous vote:

The commission also decided 
Monday morning to seriously 
discuss the possibility of print- 
ing. the names of those with 
delinquent accounts in the local 
newspapers. 

When asked if this could be 
done, county attorney Joe 
Cassady said he felt it could 
because the accounts are a part 
of public record. Therefore. the 
commissioners decided to look 
more closely at the list during 
the next working session and 
consider it at the next meeting. 

“The people that call me 
aren't complaining about 


price...it’s the service,” 
Dalrymple saig. “Hopefully, 
we'll get betterAervice.” 


He said officials from the 
company had promised hime 
that service will improve.

UAB tests HPV vaccine 
in hopes of cutting 
cervical cancer rate 


Researchers at the University 
of Alabama at Birmingham 
(UAB) are joining the effort to 
test a vaccine that they hope will 
keep women from, contracting 
HPV. a common infection that is 
known to cause genital warts 
and virtually all cases of cervical 
cancer 

In a study reported last fall in 
the New England Journal of 
Medicine, investigators showed 
that the vaccine prevented the 
most common type of human 
papillomavirus (HPV) in 100 
percent of women who took it, 
whereas 3.8 percent of those 
who were not vaccinated devel- 
oped HPV each vear 

“We have high hopes that this 
vaccine will continue to- prove 
effective against more types of 
HPV during this next phase of 
trials said Dr. Edward 
Partridge, who heads UAB’s 
gynecological cancer program. 
“The reason this 15 important 1s 
that we know HPV infects up to 
20 percent of all women and is 
linked to more than 200,000 
cases of cervical cancer every 
year worldwide.” 

The study is seeking to enroll 
healthy women. 19-23. years of 
age who do’ not already have 
HPV infection: The study of the 
vaccine, which was developed 
by Merck & Co... will last five 
years. “This will be a random- 
ized controlled clinical tnal in 
Which some non-pregnant 
women will be given physical 
examinations and then given 
either the vaccine or a placebo,” 
said Partndge. 

Eligible participants will 
receive the physical exams at no 
cost and will be given compen- 
sation for time and travel over 
the course of the study. People

Dr, Sharmila Makhija, a co- 
investigator in UAB’s arm of 
this international study, said, 
“While relatively few women 
who have HPV go on to develop 
cervical cancer, practically all 
cervical cancers that do occur 
are the result of long-term HPV 
infection. If this vaccine proves 
to be effective, it could be the 
first human vaccine with the 
specific purpose of preventing 
cancer,”

The Alabama quarter features 
an image of Helen Keller with 
her name in English and in a 
reduced-size version of braille, 
This quarter will be the first cir 
culating U.S. coin to feature 
braille, 

The quarter also includes an 
Alabama long leaf pine branch 
as magnolias, grace the sides of 
the design. A “Spirit of 
Courage” banner underlines the 
central image.
